Girat Polled Shorthorns Shipped by Aur 


The first shipment of Polled Shorthorns known to have been made by air 
were also an export shipment to Central America. They left by DC 4 trans- 
port from Minneapolis, Minn., the afternoon of March 20, 1947, and arrived in 
Guatemala City, Central America, the next morning in a little less than 12 
hours time including clearance at New Orleans. They were consigned to 
Julio Bianchi of the National Agricultural Department of Guatemala who was 
a passenger on the trip. The shipment included three Polled Shorthorn bulls 
from the Bert Hanson herd at Vernon Center, Minn., two from the J. F. Potter 
herd at Springfield, Minn., and four Shorthorn bulls from the Pederson 
Brothers herd at Comfrey, Minn. All were junior yearlings. 

The Hanson bulls were by Dale’s Crown x and the Potter bulls by Royal 
Dale x and Collynie Choice x. Bert Hanson, national secretary-treasurer of 
the famous Flying Farmers’ Association, went along with the shipment as 
“bull stewardess.” 

No other breed has enjoyed greater popularity among stockmen in foreign 
countries as evidenced by the export trade than Polled Shorthorns. In the last 
few years regardless of war and shipping uncertainties, exportations have 
been made to 10 foreign countries.
